PUTS LIFE IN JEOPARDY. 


| * | Week, 
Residents Complain Bitterly of Stag- 


nant Pools and Declare One Fatality 
Has Been Caused Already—Mer- 
chants Estimate Their Financial 
Loss at $150,000 — Fire Protection 
Hampered by Impassable Way 
city Hall Said to Be Indigerent. 
The residents, small storekeepers, and 
business-men in the district about Thirty- 
ninth and Butler streets are uttering vig- 
orous protests against the condition of the 
streets and adjacent terrjtory caused adn 
abandonment of work Gn the Thirty- 


| street sewer. One business-man estimated 


the actual finanelal loss entailed at ovér 
$150,000. One death can be directly ascritted 
to the pools of stagnant and malarial water 
comprised principally of sewage that has 
not been drained off, ahd the residents are 
fearful of the disaster that may follow a 
fire as the streets are practically impassable 
to the Fire department after a heavy rain. 
On April 10 the Star Construction com- 
the contractors for the sewer work, 
withdrew from their contract. Since that 
date no work has been done. A cut difteen 
feet deep and twenty feet long extends along 
Thirty-ninth street at the intersection of 
Butler street. Clay banks from five to fif- 
teen feet in height abound along the street. 
A trough formed of rotting planks conducts 
the sewage from the qut to the Butler street 
‘Sewer. 


Children 11 from Odor. 
The odor from this and the scum-covered 


| pools that dot the street is sickening in warm 


weather, and many cases of ness among 
children residing in the street have been 
credited to it. Numerous complaints and 
petitions for the completion of the work have 
been filed at the City Hall, but have not been 
heeded. J. J. Gilroy of the National Pro- 
vision company asserts that his firm has 
suffered a loss of $50,000 since last April, due 


to the condition of the street. 


Our business is selling meat to butchers,” 
he stated. The drivers find it impossible 
to approach our place except by way of 
Halsted street. Once that far west they 
simply go on to the yards. You will find 
similar complaints from every business-man 
about here.“ Luke Dow, manager of the 
Standard Slaughtering company, reiterated - 
the assertion. “It is impossible for a West 
or South Side dealer to approach us without 
going a mile out of his way; mne 
we suffer,” he said, 

Gomplaints of Business-Men. 

James Williams of the Williams Grain 
company stated that his firm’s business had 
been reduced to one-half of its former vol- 
ume since the closing of the street to traffic. 
„It is inexplicable to me,“ he said, “ why 
this, the section and trunk line of this part 
of the city, is left in this condition.” Simi- 
lar complaints wers made by representatives 
of the O'Donnell & Duer Brewing company, 
the Tosetti Brewing company, the Chicago 
Flour company, the Frank Diesel Can com- 
pany, and others. 

John Callaghan, a resident of the street, 
said: “It is time somebody impressed the 
rulers at the City Hall with our condition. 
Look along the street, and you'll see the 
small retailers sitting outside their places 
of business. They have nothing else to do. 
It would not cost more than $15,000 to com- 
plete that work. 

“Tt has cost the dealers along here $150,- 
000. Our children are sick, and my neigh- 
bor’s wife, three doors. away from me, died 
from breathing the poisonous gases from 
sewage.” | 


Want Smoke and Gong Checked. 


At the eastern end of the tunnel complaints 

of a different character are being registered, 
G. A. Springer, 493 Thirty-ninth street, will 
present a petition to the City Council next 
week containing the names of 300 business- 
men and residents of Thirty-ninth street, be- 
tween Dearborn street and Vincennes ave- 
nue.

SERIOUS BRITISH REVERSE CLOSE 
| TO PRETORIA. .

General Botha Captures Fortified

Bighteen Miles from Capital, Car- | 


ties Away with Him a, Squadron of 
the Scots Greys, Two Guns, and 
Ninety Infantrymen—Fate of Four 
Hundred More in

LONDON, July 13, 3 a. m.—Another ser- 
ious reverse to British arms near Pretoria 
again reyives the interest in the Boer war, 
which .for the last fortnight has been in 
large measure forgotten Gn account of 
anxiety over the Chinese situation. Te 

The fortified post at Nitral's Nek, where 
the Rustenberg railway passes through the 
Magaliesberg range, was surrounded and 
attacked by General Louis Botha on July 
11 and a squadron of the Scots Greys, two 
guns of the horse artillery, and ninety in- 


fantrymen were captured. 


In addition to these there were about 400 
infantry holding the post, of whose fate 
nothing is known. The casualties, it is 
feared by Lord Roberts, will be heavy. 

The reinforcements sent appeared too late. 

Details of the Fight. 

It appears that five companies were or- 
dered on Tuesday to proceed and hold the 
pass through Magalesburg, in the neighbor- 
hood of Daspoortfort. They arrived at the 
pass in the afternoon, where three com- 
panies with two guns took up a position and 
camped for the night, leaving two com- 
panies on a plain south of the pass. 

The eastern hill was rugged, rocky, and 
inaccessible, but further east apparently 
approachable from the main ridge. 

At daybreak Wednesday the Boers ap- 
peared on the eastern kopje and opened a 
heavy fire. Confusion ensued. The Colonel 
ordered the men to take up a position on a 
kopje west of the gap. From this point 
a hot fire ensued during the entire day. 

The two guns under the escort of the Scots 
Greys, placed in advance of the main body, 
were captured after a stout resistance. 
Nearly every man was killed or wounded. 

About 8 o’clock in the afternoon the Boers 
appeared to the left of the position occupied 
by the British. An officer and fifteen at- 
tempted to charge them. Fourteen men 
were killed or wounded as the result of the 
charge. | 

Three companies were practically sur- 
rounded, but they kept up a steady fire un- 
waveringly until towards nightfall, when 


their ammunition had been expended. 


When last report came the men were tak- 
ing a good position under cover and with 
fixed bayonets were awaiting the approach 
_of the Boers, 

Lord Roberts’ Report. 
BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, July 12.—Lord Roberts reports 
to the War office, under date of enn, 
July 12, as follows:

Fight Lasts All Day. 

“ The fighting lasted more or less 8 
out the day, and immediately on receiving 
information early this morning of the 
enemy's strength I dispatched reinforce- 
ments from here under Colonel Godfrey of 
the King’s Own Scottish Borderers. Before, 
however, they reached the spotithe garrison 
had been overpowered and the guns and a 
greater portion of the squadron of the Greys 
had been captured owing to the horses be- 
ing shot; also about ninety men of the Lin- 
coln regiment.

STREETER SELLS 
TO THE POLICE. 


Thirty Patrolmen Are Pur- 
chasers of “ Lots” in His 
“District of Lake 

Michigan.“ 


“CAPTAIN” HAS AN OF FICE 


Most of His “Business” and Talk- 
ing, However. Are Done at 
Night, in Friendly 

Saloons. ) 


PLANS FOR A NEW INVASION. 


Late last night, in the rear room of a 


down-town saloon, Captain George Wel- 
Ungton Streeter sold to a Chicago policeman 
a lot in the “ District of Lake Michigan.” 
The policeman is one who travels out of 
Chief Kipley’s office. Over one of the tables 
in the saloon the deed’ was signed and de- 
livered. Today, sealed with the official seal 
of the District,“ the deed will be recorded 
in the District book of records. 

This would not be particularly significant 
if it were an isolated case, but itis not. A 
real estate boom is on in the District of 
Lake Michigan.“ Within the last thirty 
days over 110 lots have been sold, and the 
Captain's ” receipts are estimated at above 
$2,000. Of the purchasers fully thirty are 
members of the same police force which a 
month ago descended in tremendous num- 
bers upon the Captain's fortifications on 
the north shore. . 

Captain Streeter, the wiry, erratic in- 
dividual who is the chief promoter of the 
scheme to make District of Lake Mich- 
gan titles a cloud on the title of owners 
of land along the north lake front, is a 
busy man these days. The public may re- 
gard him as a joke, but he takes himself 
seriously. In Parlor H of the Tremont 
House he has opened an office, and there he 
spends his days exhibiting to intending pur- 


chasers the alleged documents on which he 


bases his claim of title to over 180 acres of 
land estimated to be worth many millions 
of dollars. When he is not chewing at the 
stump of a black cigar he is nervously trv- 
ing to rekindle the dead coal at its other 
end, but all the time he is explaining that 
he is the only person who ever had title to 
any of that land, the only person who ever 


presumed to convey title to others, and that’ 


those other fellows ’’ who once claimed 
the land have “ all laid down and quit.“ 


Another Invasion Is Planned. 
PF the real estate boom that is keep- 
ing Captatn 


“Distriet of Lake Michigan beside which 
all former invasions will look like child's 
play. Not less than 1,000 men, according to 
Captain Streeter’s rosy view, will go to the 
district east of St. Clair street, extending 
from the Chicago River to Oak street, and 
settle on the land they think they have 
bought. This, of course, is unavoidably 
postponed until 1,000 lots have been sold 
and there are 1,000 property-owners in the 
district. 

“Cap” Streeter is not in a hurry for the 
occupancy of the land by the 1,000 either, 
for he wants the question of criminal juris- 
diction settled first, he declares. This will 
be settled, he thinks, as soon as he has been 
called for trial on the charges now pending 
against him. He boasts he will show the 
court that it cannot try him, because of non- 
jurisdiction. He asserts he is doing all in 
his power to hasten the matter and to have 
the case called, so he may dispel any doubt 
that may rest in the public mind as to his 
claim that the District of Lake Michigan,” 
in criminal matters, is subject to no jurisdic- 
tion save its own. 

Holds Sales in Saloons. 

Though busy at the Tremont House gen- 
erally all day, Captain Streeter transacts 
most of his real estate “sales” at night 
and in the saloons. In these saloons he does 
his talking. ‘ 

With picturesque poses and graphic ges- 
| tures the Captain” holds forth at length 
on the profits that will accrue to those who 
„get in on the ground floor in the dis- 
trict,” and on the blessings of free govern- 
ment that will be enjoyed there when no 
police have access to the place, save those 
who derive their police authority from the 
“district government.” He occasionally 
varies his talk with a vigorous expression 
of his opinion of those who caused, he says, 
the onslaught of the police on the Streeter- 
ites who last invaded the north shore tract. 

„ Ours is the only purely democratic gov- 
ernment ever. formed on the face of the 
earth,” he declares, “and I will defy any 
one to prove to the contrary. It is ruled by 
the sovereign of the soil, and who else 
ought to rule?" 

Then the Captain tells how he has 
five separate and distinct titles to all that 
land, which has been surveyed. by the offi- 
cial surveyor of the district and subdivided 
into 2,800 lots. It was his in the first place, 
he says, by right of discovery, when his 
boat went aground out in the lake off the 
north shore in 1886, and he staid there and 
lived on the spot, and had rock hauled out 
and dumped around his boat to aid in gath- 
ering accretions from the action of the

LONDON, July 13,3 a. m.—Following close

ASK MESSAGE FROM CONGER. 
— 

Washington, D. C., July 12.—[Special. ]— 
Ove 400,000 stacks of arms of German 
manufacture have been sent to China during 
the present year. | 

Information to this effect has been re- 
ceived by the authorities here through 
various channels of a secret service nature. 
Captain Mallory, who was sent as the mil- 
itary attaché to the American Legation at 
Pekin, with station at Hongkong, is préb- 
ably the principal source, though this will 
not be admitted by the War department au- 
thorities. 

When the news was first received of these 
extensive shipments it was supposed the 
arms were intended for the Filipinos, and 
General MacArthur recommended that a 
number of officers be sent to China to cut 


off, if possible, this source of war supplies 


for the natives. Captain Mallory was the 
first officer selected for this duty. 

Whether the 400,000 German rifies have 
found their way into the hands of the 
Chinese now engaged in the uprising is not 
definitely known. The arms were shipped 
to merchants in Hongkong and various 
other points in China, and it is presumed 
that they disposed of them where they could 
find a market. 

If it is true that all these arms have found 
their way into the hands of the Chinese it 
will be a serious matter for the allied army 
which has been assigned to duty in China 
for the purpose of relieving Pekin and re- 
storing order. The arms are all of the latest 
pattern, and although the Chinese may not 
be trained in the use of them, such a large 


number will necessarily strengthen the 


hancs of the anti-foreign element in the 
far East. 7 

[ Talk of Sending Miles. 

There is a possibility that Lieutenant 
General Miles will be sent to China. He is 
desirous of the assignment, although he has 
not so advised the Secretary of War nor the 
President. | 

The advan s of sending a high ranking 
officer to China in the event of joint interna- 
tional operations are quite material. It is 
probable that the senior officers sent to the 
scene by other governments will outrank 
Brigadier General Chaffee, who is the high- 
est ranking of any of our officers detailed for 
duty in China. There are apt to be many 
questions of command and authority, and a 
decision in favor of one or another officer 
may mean a great deal. 

The presence of Lieutenant General Miles 
would settle all small questions of rank so 
far as our troops are concerned, and would 
give us a representation in China more nearly | 
equal in point of rank and dignity to that of 
the other invaders of Chinese territory. 


Artillery Without Guns. | 
War department officials are greatly con- 
cerned over certain disclosures made re- 


garding the equipment of the artillery, or the 


lack of suck equipment, now that a light 
battery has been ordered to duty in China. 
Light Battery F of the Fifth Regiment, now 


in the Philippines, is under the command of 


Captain H. J. Reilly, who has asked the 
Washington officials to permit him to carry 
with his battery some of the twenty-two 
mountain guns which are in the Philippines. 
Most of these guns, it has been divulged, 
are still in the arsenal at Manila, never hav- 
ing been in use. General MacArthur is not 
inclined to favor the proposition, while Gen- 
eral Miles, to whom the matter has been re- 
ferred, heartily approves of equipping the 
Reilly battery, which is the sole representa- 
tive of the artillery arm in China, with a 
suitable weapon. | 


It these mountain guns are not taken by 


the artillery to China it is a serious ques- 
tion how the battery will be equipped. The 
only other artillery available anywhere are 
the 8.20-inch rifies and the five and seven 
inch siege artillery. None of these types is 
of much use in the operations in China, where 
heavy canfion cannot be carried during the 


wet season without a great deal of difficulty. 


Lack of Ammunition. 

It is not alone in the matter of gun equip- 
ment that the army finds itself in a crip- 
pled state at this time. e the supply 
of small arms ammunition is abundant, 
there is a woeful lack of powder for field ° 
pieces and the artillery which would be 
used in China. 


Two months ago the y ordnance ot 


fice began negotiations with a number of 


private ordnance firms in this country for 


the purchase of a large quantity of powder 
and projectiles. Nothing of this kind has 


yet» been required. The block is due to 


what the army ordnance officers regard as an 


excessive charge for the material. As one 
line officer expressed ft today: 

“The army ordnance office is haggling 
over the price per pound of powder, and 


we shall find ourselves in the field, possibly

C. J. Hibbard of Newport, Vt., gives a 
good idea of the desperation of the men 


who are stranded on Nome beach. Hesays: 


“In the first place, there are no diggings 


to support the 40,000 people now at Nome. 


The beach for miles is strewn with engines 


and all kinds of machinery sent North to 


work the beach sands, and you can buy the 
whole lot for a song, because there is not 
a vestige of gold left to be washed out. The 


whole beach was worked out last year. I 


sold an engine for $15 that cost $200 in Port- 
land. When I first landed there lumber was 


welling for $150 per 1,000 feet. You can how 
buy all you want at your own price. Other 
merchandise cannot be given away, and the 
drop in prices has brought ruin and starva- 
tion to many men who risked their all in 
the venture. 

“The beach for five miles on each side 
of Nome. is lined with a wall of tents 200 
feet deep, and many of these people have 
to steal to live from day to day. Lawless- 
ness was rampant and unchecked before 
martial law was proclaimed. Lots are sell- 
ing at from $12,000 to $15,000 each, with no 
good title. Lucky’ Baldwin bought a lot 
near the beach for $4,500 and began to put 
up his concert saloon. Colonel Randall or- 
dered him to vacate, as he obstructed the 
beach, and old Baldwin had to go, and lost 
all the money he paid for the lot. It pa 
crime for the transportation companies to 
carry any more people to Nome, as the 
government will have to bring them back.”’

The latter is 
angry at Mrs. Nora Mitchell of Chicago for 
not taking the children of her brother and 
keeping them while their mother is doing 
the Paris exposition. 

The troubles over the children will not 
interfere with the trip. Mrs. Begley and 
her brother, Austin Browne, left for New 
York tonight and will sail on the Campania 
on Saturday. 

Mrs. Begley was given a hearing this after- 
noon before Alderman J. V. MeMasters on 
the charge of abandonment preferred by Su- 
perintendent T. M. Porter of the Humane 


society. Her story was similar to that pub 


lished in THe today. Superintend- 
ent Porter said the Humane society had no 


desire to punish her and she was discharged | 


on payment of the costs of the prosecution. 

Mrs. Begley, with her brother, called on 
Superintendent of Detectives Roger O’Mara 
and characterized her arrest as an outrage. 
The death of her husband, she thinks, has 
made a change in the feelings of her sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Mitchell, toward her. 


Whether the Begley children again will be 
sent to Chicago from Pittsburg J. B. Mitchel! 
of Oak Park, their uncle, does not know. 
Mr. Mitchell, who is employed at 258 South 
Water street, has a home in Oak Park and 
says he could have takemcare of Mrs. Beg- 
ley’s four little children while she went to 
Europe and the Paris exposition had he not 
taken exception to the “ unceremonious way 
in which she dumped the little ones on his 
wife’s hands.“ 

The sending of her children to us,“ said 
Mr. Mitchell yesterday afternoon, “ was a 
clear case of child abandonment. Mr. Beg- 
ley was my wife's brother. Mrs. Begley, I 
suppose, had no place to leave the children 


and thought she would foist them upon us 


during the period of her absence in Europe, 
if not longer.

No one can account on ordinary lines for 
this fall, as the available supply at Liver- 
pool and Manchester is not a bale more 
than a week ago, but actually less. 


Five Weeks’ Supply Ahead. 


South Lancashire is using about 50,000 | 


bales a week, and the stock at Liverpool 
yesterday did not exceed 270,000 bales, only 
about five weeks’ supply, and the new crop 
from America is not expected until October.

BERLIN, July 12.—Oount von Bulow. the 
German Minister of Foreign Affairs, today 
publishes over his own signature a long re- 
view of the Chinese disturbances, which con- 
cludes: | 

“The alm we pursue is the re#stablish- 
ment of the safety of persons and property 
and the employment of German subjects in 
China, the deliverance of the foreigners in 
Pekin, the reéstablishment and maintenance 
of settled conditions under a regular Chinese 
government, with expiation and satisfaction 
for the misdeeds committed. | 

We desire no partition of China; we seek 
no separate advantages. The imperial gov- 
ernment is firmly convinced that the mainte- 
nance of a good understanding among the 
powers is prerequisite to the restoration of 
peace and order in China, and will continue 
to act in accordance with this conviction.” 

European Situation Serious. 

Count von Bülow states that the Ministers 
on Jan. 27 last demanded energetic measures 
against the Boxers. It is evident, however, 
that the Ministers underestimated the 
strength of the movement until communi- 
cation with the coast was cut off. 

This unusual mode of enlightening the 
country regarding the policy of the gov-. 
ernment indicates that the government be- 
lieves the international situa to be high-

Two Thousand Men with Two Hundred 
and Twenty Rapid Fire Guns to Be 
Added te the Allied Army Assem- 
bling in the Far East — American 
Policy Generally Commended, but 
Fear Is Expressed That Russia Will 
Have Her Own Way. ;

ROME, July 12.—Italy is taking the most 

extraordinary interest in the critical situa- 


tion in the far East. Politics has been al- 


most entirely forgotten. The general senti- 
ment governmental circles is that Italy 
should do her part in restoring order in 
China .as one of the powers of Europe. The 
Itallan expedition which is to take part 
in the Chinese campaign, consisting of 2,000 
picked troops, is being outfitted at Naples, 
from which port it will sail next Wednesday. 

The Italian troops will go supplied with 
every requisite for a long and arduous cam- 
paign. They will carry with them 220 rapid- 
fire field guns. This unusual proportion of 
rapid-fire guns is deemed necessary by the 
character of the fighting likely to take place 
in China, the rapid-fire gun being especial- 
ly useful in dealing with the large unorgan- 
ized mobs which make up the Chinese army. 

The Count of Turin will go to Naples on 
Wednesday to personally represent King 
Humbert in bidding the troops God speed. 

The Marquis Visconti-Venosta, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, responding today in the 
Chamber of Deputies to an interpellation 
regarding the intentions of the government 
as to China, said: 


“The Cabinet has no political Intentions.

Government Has Kept Faith. 

Three and one-half years of legislation 
and. administration have been concluded 
since these wards were spoken.

The gold 
standard has deen reaffirmed and strength- 
ened. The endless chain has been broken, 
and the drain upon our gold reserve no 
‘longer frets us, The credit of the country 
has been adyanced to the highest place 
among all nations. We are refunding our 
bonded debt, bearing 3 and 4 and 5 per cent 
interest at 2 per cent, a lower rate than 
that of any other country, and already 
more than three hundred millions have been 
so funded with a gain to the government 
of many millions of doRars.

Public Confidence Restored. 
A tariff which protects American labor 
and industry and provides ample revenues 
has been written in public law.

Threat of 1896 Renewed.

The menace of 16 to 1, therefore, still 
hangs over up with all its dire consequences 


to eredit and confidence, to business and in- 
dustry. The enemies of sound currency are

Speech of Governor Roosevelt. 

In reply to Senator Wolcott's speech of 
notification Governor Roosevelt said:

Chairman Jones left last evening for 
Lake Minnetonka to rest until the preiim- 
inaries are completed. It is said that he will 
not take as active a part in the campaign 
as four years ago. 

The working chairmanship of the cam- 
paign committee is said to have been offered 


to D. J. Campau, who in 1896 was at the 


head of the finance bureau. Mr. Campau 
said yesterday at Detroit that the place had 
been offered to him, and that he declined it, 


but that the committee had refused to accept 


his declination, and that he again had the 
matter under consideration. He will return 
to Chicago probably on Sunday. 

H. P. Stone of Minneapolis has been chosen 
by Chairman Jones as assistant secretary of 
the national committee.

Innovations in Local Campaign. 

Departure from local custom in plans of 
campaign will not be confined to the Re- 
publicans.

‘Had the Republicans not taken the lead 
in organizing the Legion more attention 
would be given by the Democrats to getting 
up campaign clubs. As it is, much will be 
done in that line. 

At its meeting on Tuesday the committee 
will endeavor to dispose of the half-dozen 
pending contests, to clear the decks for 
opening the campaign. The meeting of ward 
clubs to organize, called for tonight, has 
been postponed to Friday night of next week.

THEY LOSE 


DEMOCRATS PUZZLED OVER THEIR 
‘PLATFORM MINUS INCOME TAX. 


“Declare It Was in the First Draft of the 
Kansas City Document and Think | 
Subcommittee Must Have Dropped 
the Plank While Going te the Con- 
vention Hall — Mayor Harrison and 
Samuel Morss Make Statements— 
Words Credited to Abbot. 


Democrats are busy these.days explaining 
how the income tax plank in the Kansas 
City platform was lost on the way from 
the meeting of the Committee on Resolu- | 
tions to the convention hall. That it was 
lost is certain, and the subcommittee that 
drafted the platform after its substance had 
been determined on seems to be responsible. 
Comment arises from the fact that all ex- 
cept two of this subcommittee are personal 
adherents of Bryan. 

When the committee met Mr., Metcalf 
Nebraska, Bryan’s representative, read a 
platform which he had brought from Lincoln, 
and which contained Bryan's ideas. The 
income tax plank was in this draft. This 
subcommittee reported its draft of the plat- 
form back to the full committee on Thurs- 
day afternoon, and the income tax plank 
was in it. The full committee approved of 
the draft, and then the subcommittee went 
back to put in a few finishing touches in a 
literary way, but with no authority to change 
its purport or meaning. This subcommittee 
reported directly to the convention, and when 
the platform was read there the income tax 
plank was missing. It had been lost by the 
3 after being authorized by the 
u one.

My attention was ed to the omission 
by Samuel E. Morss of lana in the con- 
vention. I told him there had been so much 
noise I had not heard all the platform and 
did not know whether it had been read or 
not. I then went to Willis J. Abbot, who 
was in a press seat, and asked him. He seid 
he had heard it and that satisfied Mr. Morss 
and myself. We made no further inquiry. 
It seems, however, that Mr. Abbot must 
have been mistaken, as the plank does not 
appear in the platform as printed.” 

Mr. Morss has given the following state- 
ment of his knowledge of the matter: 

When Senator Tillman had nearly finished read- 
ing the platform, some of the Indiana delegates 
said to me that nothing had been read about the 
income tax. I said to them that the platform as 
agreed upon by the committee contained a decia- 
ration for the income tax and that if it had been 
omitted it was due to oversight, either by Sena- 
tor Tillman in reading or by the copyist who had 
transcribed the document. I went to the Ilimois 
delegation and asked Mayor Harrison of Chicago, 
who was the Illinois member of the committee, if 
he had noted the omission. He said he had not. 
I was about to go to the platform to call attention 
to the matter when Mayor Harrison called me to 
him and said that Mr. Abbot told him that the in- 
come tax declaration had been read by Senator 
Tillman. Unless Mr. Abbot's ears deceived him 
it was so read and the omission occurred by acci- 
dent in the copies furnished to the press. I have 
no doubt that Mr. Bryan will define his position 
and that of his party on this subject in his letter 
of acceptance. Mr. Bryan has long been an ad- 
vocate of the income tax, and the 
party of the country is united in advocating it.

The modern 
style of doing business has its advantages, 
however. It gives the candidates an op- 
portunity to address the public early in the 
canvass and to let the voters know which 
are the issues they consider of “ paramount 
importance,” and to define more fully some- 
times than party platforms do their views 
concerning those issues. Often the voters 
take a keener Interest in the declarations of 
a candidate than in those of a platform. 

It is but natural that a President who 
is a candidate for re#lection should refer to 
what has been accomplished during his ad- 
ministration, especially when it has been so 
crowded with faithfully redeemed pledges 
and notable; achievements as has that of 
President McKinley.

Concerning the Philippines the President

The Philippines are ours, and American author- 
ity must be supreme throughout the archipelago. 
There will de amnesty broad and liberal, but no 
abatement of our rights, no abandonment of our 
duty. There must be no scuttle policy. We will 
fulfill in the nes the obligations imposed 
by the triumphs of our arms and by the treaty of 
peace; by international law; by the nation’s sense

No outside interference blocks the 
way to peace and a stable government. Ths ob- 
structionists are here, not elsewhere. They may

there that they ought to leave before navi- 
gation closbs, as it will be useless to hope 
for any help from outside during the win- 
ter.

If 
much ‘gold is being secured at Cape Nome 
now the people who are there will be most 
unwilling to leave, 

It is plain, however, that there ought to 
be some kind of civil authority at Cape 
Nome, even though only a small propor- 
tion of the 15,000 people who are there now 
should stay on through the winter, As a 
rule, when Americans are congregated in 
a mining camp, they manage to get along 
tolerably well without the presence of a 
Sheriff, constable, or other representative 
of the majesty of the law. This has cer- 
tainly been the case in Alaska thus far.

| PULLING THE WRONG ROPE. 
The affray between a North Clark street 
cable conductor and a passenger op Wednes- 
day night, which put such a sad Blight on the 
plans of President Roach for making Ches- 
terfields out of his men, seems to have been 
primarily due to a mistake made in pulling 
the rope leading to the fare register when 
it was intended to sound the stopping gong. 
‘Without tnking sides in the controversy, 
the details of which are as yet disputed, it 
s still possible to make a suggestion, the 
‘adoption of which would go far towards 
making such unfortunate occurrences im- 
possible in the future, 

Every passenger on the lines which use 
the “ clocks ' for recording fares must have 
noticed that the ropes leading to the fare 
register and to the motorman’s signal gong 
run side by side along the roof of the car, so 
that to mistake one for the other is both 
natural and easy, It is, of course, true that 
strictly speaking the conductor is the only 
person who has the right to give a signal 
to the motorman. There are many times, 
however, when 4 passenger is forced to act 
or else be carried by his destination. Prac- 
tically speaking, the right of passengers to 
give signals when the conductor cannot be 
got at—he may be on the front platform 
collecting fares—is recognized and is not dis- 
puted. 
It would seem, therefore, that some meas- 
ure should be taken which would make it 
elear which rope leads to the starting gong. 
At present a man rising in a hurry to pull 
the rope has an even chance of taking the 
wrong one. If the company wishes to pre- 
vent mistakes of this kind, with the re- 
sulting awkward disputes, it might have 
printed a number of small paper tags, which 
could be attached to the rope leading to the 
fare register, warning passengers to pull 
the other rope, or the two ropes might be 
made of different colors, so that it would be 
easy to tell themapart. It would seem that 
the adoption of either of these plans would 
involve a small expenditure of money, while 
at the same time much unpleasantness 
would be avoided. 
SCHOOL OF HOUSEKEEPING. 
With the declaration that housekeeping 
is a profession demanding scientific train- 
ing,” the Women’s Educational and Indus- 
trial union of Boston announces the open- 
ing next October of a school of housekeep- 
ing designed to meet the needs of “ young 
college women and others who wish to fit 
themselves to manage a household on the 
best economic and hygienic basis.” 
The course of instruction—for which the 
tuition is placed at $125—is to occupy thir- 
ty-two weeks, and is to cover such subjects 
as the general social aspects of the home, 
helpful and harmful bacteria, house archi- 
tecture ‘and arrangements, marketing, ele- 
mentary chemistry, the principles and prac- 
tice of cooking, the preparation of special 
dietaries, the hygiene of childhood, home 
nursing, the care of the kitchen, the cellar, 
and other parts of the house, the decorative 
treatment of interiors, and the manage- 
‘ment of accounts. 

A course of training is also offered for 
persons intending to adopt housework as 
2 trade. This consists of instruction and 
practice in parlor work, chamber work, and 
cooking, and runs through thirty-six weeks. 
Pupils in this course will reside in the 
building, will give their services to. the 
school, and will not be charged for room, 
board, or tuition, At the end of the course 
they will receive certificates, the grade of 
which will be intended to indicate the wages 
which they should receive in service. 

‘Domestic economy is recognized more 
and more as a subject to be treated in sys- 
tematic courses of instruction, and is gain- 
ing increased attention in formal educa- 
tional agencies. This is partly due to the 
fact that so many girls nowadays find 
employment outside the home during the 
period when they would otherwise be gain- 
ing a knowledge of housework, partly 
to the increasing complexity of household 
affairs and partly to more exacting de- 
mands concerning these. The establish- 
ment of this special school as a distinct in- 
stitution will tend to give the subject new 
dignity. Whether it shall develop into a 
place chiefly for the training of domestic 
servants or of independent housekeepers, it 
can hardly fail in any event to contyibute 
toward the general raising of “ the stand- 
ard of living and of life,” while to many a 
household it may prove the salvation of 
affection through the preserving of phys- 
ical comfort. | 


A PRINCETON BULLETIN. 
The Princeton University, a seat of 
learning at the East, issues a monthly 
bulletin intended to be an index of the 
progress of thatinstitution. Judging from 
the latest issue of the series its students 
must be wading in deep waters.

THE STREET PAVING QUESTION, 
The objection having been made by the 


County Court the special assessment ordi- 
nance for the paving of Wabash avenue 
that it puts the entire cost on the property 
and assumes that the general public is not 
benefited at all by the improvement and 
should contribute nothing to it, Judge Car- 
ter could not ignore that objection. He was 
compelled to recognize its validity and will 
revise the assessment accordingly. 

The law provides that the commissioners 
who make up an assessment roll shall re- 
port what proportion of the total cost will 
be of benefit to the public and what propor- 
tion will be of benefit to the property. The 
County Judge is empowered to revise and 
correct the assessment and change or modi- 
fy the distribution of the total cost between 
the public and the property. In this Wa- 
bash avenue assessment, as in all others 
made for many years, the commissioners 
have reported that there will be no public 
benefit. They know quite well that is an 
incorrect statement. They make it solely 
because there is no money at the disposal 
of the city with which to pay its just share 
of the cost. 

What that just share is it is impossible to 
determine with mathematical accuracy, 
The property-owners would like to have it 
called about 20 per cent. In view of the fact 
that the pavement which was paid for by 
them in greater part some years ago has 
been worn out through its use by the gen- 
eral public rather than by them, this is not 
in itself an unreasonable demand. But the 
Council, having no money at its command 
for that purpose, has made no appropriation 
to cover the city’s share of street improve- 
ments. Therefore, whether Judge Carter 
says the city should pay 20 or 10 or 5 per 
cent of the cost of repaying Wabash ave- 
nue, it has no money for that purpose, and 
if the assessment is confirmed as revised 
contractors will take notice of the fact 
and presumably will be in no haste to bid 
on the work. fay 

Judge Carter has announced that the posi- 
tion taken by him in this Wabash avenue 
case js to be the basis for all future rulings. 
Where there is a public benefit—and there 
usually is—and objecting property-owners 
insist on a recognition of the fact, the city 
will be assessed part of the cost. But with 
its finances in their present condition this 

ill put an end to street improvements un- 
less the property-owners waive their rights. 
On streets where the property is valuable 
they may be willing to do this. On less im- 
portant thoroughfares they may not be. 
In that event those streets will be in a sad 
state soon. | 

This phase of the street improvement 
question which is involved in Judge Car- 
ter’s ruling is one the municipal authorities 
cannot ignore. Are they going to seek for 
a remedy for existing evils or is it their in- 
teption to drift along? |

Desmond Fitz Gerald, engineer for the spe- 
al commission named by Governor Tanner 
to inspect the drainage canal, has made a 
port pointing out some matters which he 
Sinks must be remedied. He says precau- 
tions should be taken against floods from 
Zreshets in the Desplaines River and some 
means of providing against the dumping of 
Solids into the river or canal. In the main, 
he finds the canal capable of doing the work 
intended. He says: 

The present capacity of the Chicago drainage 
Samal should be 360,000 cubic feet of water a 
minute. 

Zhe capacity of the Chicago River, with a fall 
Of 2905 fect at Robey street and unobstructed by 
ace, is 300,000 cubic feet per minute, and with a 
fan of 1.73 feet at Robey street is 300,000 cubic 
feet & minute. In the former case the average 
Welocity in the average cross section of the stream 
for its whole length will be 1.38 miles an hour, 
gna taking the narrowest reach of the river, be- 
tween Eighteenth and Halsted streets, the aver- 
Velocity will be 1.68 miles an hour. With a 
How of 300,000 cubic feet the average velocity 
for the whole length of the stream will be 1.08 
ies an hour, and between Eighteenth and Hal- 
sted streets 1:31 miles an hour. 

The capacity of the Chicago River, when free 
from ice, d on an average current of 1 
an hour. is about 340,000 cubic feet per 
minute, and from Bighteenth to Halsted street 
ont 200,000 cubic feet per minute.

Siently large to pass 356,700 cubic feet per min- 
mee through the earth sections, and with this 
amount flowing the. average velocity will be 1.27 
mies per hour.
